Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 4-7 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: a plasma processing 
apparatus comprising; a glass member for introducing electromagnetic waves into a plasma 
chamber, wherein the glass member is fitted into a cover member having a plurality of opening, 
and wherein an antenna is fixed to the cover member;
